All reporta concur in conSrniing the 
opinion that the diffcreiioe^ between the 
miniatara are all but irreconcilable. It ia 
considered that home rule ia certainly 
shelved, if not abandoned. And thia be- 
cause of the disHgreemeut amongat miiiia- 
tera. The belief now ia that the cabinet 
will deal with the land question before 
the home rule question; and if they drj 
this, and if the Irish membera remain in 
the same mirid aa at present, then they 
will reaiat this mode of procedure. If 
they do, the government will be defeated. 

Politically, thinga are fit a standstill. 
We are all waiting to hoar what tho de- 
lib'eralidna of the cabinet will result in. 
Until we have its Irish programme, spec- 
ulation and discussion, however, are of 
very little use. Mr. Gladstone's begging 
letter, I auppoae, will bring no end of 
proposals; but ministers will find more 
difficulty in deciding which of the schemea 
sent to them they will accept tliun they 
Would;iu thinking out one for themaolvea.

exemplary industry, and a total absence 
of acrimony. This ia very comniondable, 
and conatitutea u marked contraat tu llie 
conduct of last parliament.

A Boy, AK*>d ,10, Held for the 
Crime. 

Very Siraii|$c Evidence Agaiiisit 
Iliiii BroiiKlit out hy. the Cor- 
oner's IiKiiicst^-Feai's of 
Li'yiicliiiig. 

()s.\(ii: i\ri.s.sioN, Kan., l^[aroll 9. — 
OiiH of the iiio.st hnrriblo nuirders evo 
known in iliis country was perpetraleti 
vesterduv. Mr. Mendel, living thirteen 
miles northwest of town, was awaken 
kl; about 3 o'clock this tinorning' by^ a 
scream. He went to the door, and was 
met liy Willie Sells, the son of a neigh- 
bor, ,1. W. Sells. The boy cried out, 
"Mr. Aleiiilel, a man is at our. liouan 
ami lias hurt father and mother, 1 tlon't 
know lunv biuily." iMr. Mendel went 
with thu boy, nrousiiig a -J. J. Rice, an- 
otluT neighbor, on the \yay. In''th6bed 
ill till' iinrth room of Srlls' house lay 
Wali'T, Willie's eldest brother and bed 
fellow aged nineteen, his throat cut 
and the entire lop of liis head chopped 
oil e-\posing thu brain and hia left eye 
liaiiging upon his cheek. Passing into 
the south and main room, where a light 
was burning they stuinblotl over the 
fonii of .Mr. Sells, l.'is head cruslied and 
almost severed from his body. Near hv 
lay Mrs. Sells, a lady of -l.'i years, her 
head mashed and a fearful gash in her 
throat. ()n a Ix.'d in the east corner of 
the room lay Ida, Willie's sister, aged 
I 4, who <fm killed in the same man- 
ner as the other three. Lying near 
Mrs Sells' head was a bloody butcher 
knife, and on a chair was a iiHtciiot 
niiitted with hair and blood. The boy 
said he had been awakened bo sonie- 
tliiii!;, and looking up lie saw a low, 
heiu'y set man with dark hair, out 
close, standing in the door. This man 
stepped ill and n.-acliinj; over Willie, 
ritruek Watty, who lay on the back of 
th.e I'ed. Willie jumped out and dress- 
eil vvliiU^ the man w,';s still in the room. 
The man rushed out of one room, while 
Willie went out of the other, and 
started up the road on a run, Willie 
after hii.i. A short distance* off stood a 
iiutn on horseback, holding another 
horse, u[ioii which the man vaulted, 
and both iiiiule oil. Willie then went 
oil to Mendel's. After tlie bodies had 
been discovered, Kicu took Willie linnie 
with liiiii, where ho slept .soundly until 
morning. A coroner's jury was v.m- 
panelled and the subsequent investiga- 
tion brought forth much from the boy, 
Suspicir- i rested on him, and ho was 
put on the stand. He swore that he 
had not washed his hands since the 
murder, but in.-ieiiction showed tliit 
while his bands and wrists were clean 
there was a water mark, above which 
bis forearms wen- deeply encrusted 
with blood, which a|;ijeari'd to have 
spurted up his sleeves. A;-ouiid his 
tingernails, too, was hlooil, L'|)oii re- 
moving his pilots, his drawers were 
seen to be saturated with sjiattered 
blood, and his bare feet were covered 
with the same saiig iine fluid. His feet 
fitted all the bloody footmarks to be 
found, TIk! boy stoutly denied being 
the murderer, and maintained a cold 
front ihrougliouL, The conclusion of 
tho iiiquest was postponed until to- 
moirow. The boy was smuggled into a 
buggy by the police und driven to jail 
for fear of lynching, which apjieared 
iiiiniinent. On the way to Krio ho said 
to Carnbern, "those fellows tried to 
get me to say that 1 did it, but I 
thought it would he best not to admit 
it." There is hardly a doubt that the 
boy comitted the dreadful crime though 
no motive is known. Mr. Sells had in 
his pnckelbook JjlOO in gold and $170 
in bills, which were not disturbed, be- 
siili's tbrtM- watches. The coroner's jury 
foiniileted their v.'ork to-day, and held 
^'v'llhe 'Sells to answer tlu; chargi; of 
niiirder. The boy, who is but sixtueii 
years old, still adheres stolidly to his 
story as related yesterday, but appear- 
ances ere strongly against him.

flow ail Express niesseiiffer 
— Dled'Dcloiidi'hg; iris Trust. 

JoMKT, 111,, March 13. — One of tiie 
most daring and boldest e.xpress rob- 
beries ever porjietrated in Illinois, oc- 
curred on tho Chicago, Hock Island 
and Pacific west bound e.xpress lust 
niglit, between this pla'ce Morris. 
The facts as learned from the baggage- 
man are that shortly after tho train, 
which leaves hero at 1 2 :-15 a, ni., left 
this city, ho heard a rap at the bag 
gage car door. Thinking it was the ex- 
press messenger he o|)ened the door, 
and was confronted by masked robbers, 
who covered him with, revolvers and 
demanded his keys to the express car. 
They were given up, and one robber, 
who was on top of the baggaga ear, 
held a revolver on the baggageman 
through a transom in the roof of the 
car, while his confederates turned their 
attention to the express car. 

They rapped on the e.xpreas car door 
and informed messenger Ivpllogg Nich- 
ols that the baggageman wanted to got 
in at the rear of tho express car. Tho 
door was opened and the deajjeradoes 
entered. Being confror/u^d by the mur- 
derous villains, the messenger fought 
for bis life and tbi; property in his 
trust. The" interior of the express car 
showed that lio fought the robbers from 
one end to tho other, but at last the 
blo'vs that they rained on hia head 
with ail iron poker forced him to suc- 
cuinl], and be was loft dead in the car. 
The thieves rifled bis pockets for the 
keys of the safe, which they robbed of 
all its contents, variously estimated at 
from §20,000 to §26,000.- The checks 
and valuable packages not containing 
money tbey left scattered about the 
floor. 

At Morris the local ex])ress nieason- 
ger rapped on the express tyir door, but 
as the summons was not - answered, it 
was thought that the train messenger 
waa asleep. Upon the door of the car 
being opened, the horrible evidence of 
a tlesperate struggle and the dead body 
of the messenger were discovered. In 
one hand the dead man clutched a lock 
of dark colored hair, which must have 
been torn from the head of one of his 
assailants. 

The news was telegraphed to this 
city. Sheriff iteitz mid Giiief of Police 
Murray at once organized a posse and 
started on a special engine for Morris. 
A large force of oflicers and men from 
this jjlace and Morris are now scouring 
the country. 



A Su intiiin;,^ Count. 

New Yoiiic, March 11. — A Berlin 
special says: A trial of unusual inter- 
est is at jireHont proceeding before the 
court at Pceuzlau, on the Ucker river, 
Prussia. It is that of Count Maturchka 
von Toppicha, wlio is charged with 
fraudulent bankruptcy. When he ap- 
peared in Berlin sociuty he found him- 
self dee[)ly involved in debt, aiul re- 
solved to extricate himself by marry- 
ing a wealthy woman. The count eifi- 
ployed the welKknown matrimonial 
agent Ukfl, 6f this city, and promised 
him a large commission if he succeeded 
in jjrocuring a wife with a large for- 
tune. 

Uko thereupon arranged a meeting 
between the count and a daughter of 
the famous Berlin publisher Otto von 
Janke. After a number of meetings the 
count proposed marriage, was acce[(tod 
by the lady and her parents, and a 
brilliant wetlding took jjlace. Von 
Janke paid all of the count's debts and 
])resented him with an estate in XJker- 
martt and 23'1,0G0 marks. 

The count soon relapsed into his old 
habits, and in a short time was as deep- 
ly in debt aa before. His creditors, 
among whom was TJko with a claim 
for 12,000 marks commission, began to 
press matters. Ho secretly sold liis 
personal property and mortgaged his 
estate and castle and fled. His credi- 
tors then took the matter into court, 
and the count was adjudged a bank- 
rupt. Count Maturchka was soon after- 
ward arrested at Copenhagen, and sur- 
rendered to Prussia.

IIAIW ritESSED FOR A PUlNT. 

While tlio bill incorporating a home mu- 
tual lire insurance company was being con- 
sidered in committee of llie whole house 
on Friday evening considerable discussion 
arose as to whether the claims of tho 
company on ihe premium note of an 
assured should be barred by homestead 
exemption. To make the point more 
plain: A has his homestead secured un- 
det under the homestead act. He. in- 
Bures that same property in the abovo- 
mentioned company, giving the company 
what is called a premium note in lieu of 
cash. Now, tlio question is, shall the 
homestead e.^eniptiun form a bar to the' 
claim uf the insurance company m respect 
gf said premium notol Can A evade pay- 
ment of assessments on that note by 
claiming exemption under the homestead 
a'ct'l These "premium notes" constitute 
the capital basis upon which a mutual in- 
surance company carries on buaineea. It 
must bo clear, therefiTO, that tho prem- 
ium note jjiven by (he assured must bo a 
first or preferential chari^e ayainat his 
property. It must, we think, be equally 
obviottk that A could not» insure arid-iat 
the same time claim exemption from the 
responsibility created by tho act' of in- 
Buriny. If that were so, homestead 
property could not possibly bo insured in 
a mutual company, a condition which 
would militate against the intorcats of the 
poor rather than the rich — mutual insur- 
ance being pre-eniiuently fur the uuor. 
In glancing ovur Monday's issue of our 
morning contemporary wo find that a most 
disingenuous attempt has been made to 
place certain .members of the legislature 
in a false position in this ooaneotiun. 
Those who voted in favor of making tho 
homestead exemption yield to the'insur- 
ance claim are reprosentod as the«tiiea)y 
of the homeatoud, whereas in reality they 
wore its true friends; and they are repre- 
sented as voting "with tho governmont" 
i.u "doing away with the protection of 
the homestead ordinance," although the 
bill was riot a government measure in 
any sense whatever, and the vote was not 
a jjovernniont vote at all, but in thu full- 
est aenae a go-aa-yoii-pleaae division, in 
which the mcmbera of the government 
by no means all went one way. Such at- 
tempts to make a point against a political 
opponent are nut very creditable. 



TIIANS-VACIFIG. 



The statement o( Earl Granville in the 
Imperial parliament that a special commit- 
tee had been appointed to inquire into and 
report upon the (jnefitiou of the advisability 
of establishing u British mail service be- 
tween Vaiicouver island and -lapan and 
China Khows that Iho Imperial as well as 
the Dominiou government are nlivo to the 
importance of OHtablishiiig and niaiutaining 
the proposed new ro;ite to the cast. Some 
few mouths ago the Hon. U. 0. baker, late 
minister of justice and education in South 
Australia, gave to the American piiblic bis 
views as to the possibiHtiea cf Caniida par- 
taking in the mail service between Australia 
and the mother country. He then stated 
that the Canadian Pacific railway niithori- 
ties had contracted to jnovide a weekly 
EuglisU-Austrnlian thirty day mail service 
for $."100,000 a year, and was represented by 
his Anjerican inturvi<;WHr to add that the 
probabilitius uf tlie Cituudiau Piieitic rail- 
way aecnring some part at least of tho con- 
tract would be iiK-reased if the Canadian 
government subsidized a Hue of steamers 
between British Columbia and Auatralia, as 
he understood they iut'snded doing. Mr. 
Baker is still in England, and has, after 
great difficulty, concluded an arrangement 
between the home govurunieut and the 
principal Au.-itralian oolonies, South .Vus- 
tralia, Victoria and X(;\v South \V'ales, to 
wit; On I't-brnary l.st, IHS.S, the existing 
coutraet for the carriage of Australian mails 
Tia the Sue/, canal expires, and lenders are 
uow invited for a new contract by which 
the nuiils are to be delivered ut Adelaide 
(Semaphore). I'liore is no lump stim to 
be paid in the way of a subsidy, bat each 
company will n-L-eivo payment Ipr the car- 
riage of the nuiil matter by weight, each 
Australian colony paying the coats of itH 
own niail matter right through to its desti- 
nation. The new dopniiuros are, therefore, 
the postal f ederation of South Australia, 
Yictoria and New South Wales, the uniform 
lauding at the departure from Adelaide, and 
the changed method of payment. This 
important question of the Australian mail 
i>e» i"ioo HUH probably sufJicientiy advuucod 
when Sir John Macdouald was in England 
t« allow (ti. the adyantages of a Canadian 
rout^ being put forward. Withqut entering 
into details the opportunity would seom a 
good! one~ to obtain for tho Dominion a fair 
share of the service, especiolly seeing that 
ample time will elapso in which to complete 
tho necessary arrangements as to tho At- 
lantic and Pacific portions of the route. 
The invitatiun.s to tunder are to bo issued 
shortly, and it Vill be iutercstiug to sou 
whether tho Canadian highway is included, 
as it was in the case of th<r Hongkong and 
Yokohama cqutract recently advertised. 

'T'SE TaBLid Acdoui^sr - 

Our evening VontoI^ip^)rafy, tho strictly 
independent opposition . orga,n, is again to 
tho front with the Btatement that figures 
will not lie. It has, however, apparently 
made them produce two or thtee different 
results out of one, and if figures cannot 
lie there is only ono alternative deduction 
to bo mode. Now witness whatsit is only 
mild on our part to style BS^tKenialignant 
duplicity of a journal that started on ita 
road as a papor of tho stricteat political 
independence. It announces that up to 
the 3Ist December last there existed the 
-nprmoua public deficit of 8478,985.28, 



and this is the way it obtains that result: 
When the public accounts for the year 
ending June 30th, 1885, wero submitted 
tfiey showed an asset over liabilities of 
849,763.7*5; but the Times, refusing to 
accept the balance sheet as correct, chose 
to take' the excess of expenditure over 
revenue for 1883 (which had been nearly 
all incurred during the Boaven admiiiia- 
tration, by tlffe bye), and adding it to tho 
excess of ordinary and extraordinary ex- 
penditure over ordinary revenue for tho 
two following years (refusing to take into 
account extraordinary revenue), produced 
an apparent doiicit up to the SOth of last 
June of 5i292.8C4.83. When the 
balance sheet for the half year ending 
3Iat December, 1885, was submittod, 
showing that up to that date the bblunce 
of liabilities over asaeta was §129, -154, 23, 
the Times trying to make a point, turncti 
completely round — adinittiid that there 
uHii a balance of assets on the previous 
June of §40, 703.70 and, adding it to the 
existing deficit uf $129,404 23 of luat 
December, aaid: "Sea how tho province 
has gone behind in six montha to the ex- 
tent of §179,217.90 1" The accounts du 
show that sura to have been expended 
during that period, ond after the previous 
surplus of §49,763 70 had gone to par- 
tially .cover that expenditure tho e.xact 
amount of the indebtedness of tho pro- 
vince at the end of last December was 
$129,454.23 But the Times relinquished 
its deficit of$2g2;454 23 to bo able to 
admit the existence of a surplus at that 
time of S49,763.7C, so that it could show 
that from a surplus of that amount the 
province in si.i: months exhibited a delicit 
of §129,454.23, which two auiua it ex- 
ultantly added together and proclaimed 
that a deficit of $179,217.99 had been 
reached within six months. Now how 
ever, that ingenuous journal most incon- 
tinently alters that sum to §187,120-45 
and, adding to it the sum of §292,804 83, 
which it — ao to speak — threw aside in 
favor of tho lesser sum, makes a grand 
total of §479,985 2S, which it H;ravely 
assorts to be the indebtedness of the pro- 
vince on the Slat day of December last. 
It has only increased the real amount by 
the modest sum of 8350.131.00 and the 
street price of a copy of its own worthless 
issue !

To THE Editor: — Having aeon many 
letters lately in tho papers regarding tho 
best way of getting to the Similkameen 
RiiriB, I may perhaps be allowed to make 
a lev/ remarks in connection with the 
matter, as I have resided in that section 
of country for over twenty years, and 
have travelled by all tho routes that are 
now wished for. My idea is that it would 
be the wisest course for the governmunl 
to select one and then haaton it through 
to completion. It is not fair to ask any 
government to build three or four differ- 
ent roads into a new mining camp which 
may at any date "tucker out." Now, Mr. 
Editor, thoro aro two wagon roads in ex- 
istence to within about 40 or 45 miles of 
the mines, that is to eay, the road from 
Spenco's Bridge to Quelshauna and one 
from Kamloopa to the same place. Now, 
if tho road from there was made in at 
once (a narrow road would do) it would 
do incalculable good to the mines and dis- 
trict and will not bo an expensive road 
and can be travelled at all times of the 
year. The only place that would not reap 
any direct advantage from the above road 
ia Okanagon, and the trail now in exist- 
enco (from opposite the mission there) 
would, with a alight additional ox|)ondi- 
ture, be made to meet the requirements 
of that section. Tho Hope road is out of 
the question; it would coat many thou- 
sand dollars and only be serviceable for a 
few months in the year. All parties can 
be served by constructing a road from 
Quelshauna, or Alox. Coutlio's, a diatanco 
of 40 or 46 miles, which at proaetit ia all 
that is necessary. I urn quite awaro of 
the numerous petitions sont down to our 
members, each petition a(",vocating a dif- 
ferent route, and petitions which conflict 
ono with the other have, as a rule, a da- 
torrent effect, and place our repreaonta- 
tivea in an awkward position. Ono of 
those gentiemen has, I boiievo, boon over 
both roads (Hope and Kamloopa Nicola 
road), and should be in a position to know 
somethina about it. If the Hopo road 
was opened it would really benefit no- 
body, because all goods and produce can 
bo shipped to Spenao's bridge via the C. 
P. R. just as cl'.eap as they could be 
shipped to Hope station and then ferried 
across the Fraser river, to say nothing uf 
packing over the Hope mountains.

IRELAND. 
DuBUN, March IC— At the regular fort- 
nightly meeting of the national league here 
to-day, the lord mayor presiding, Mr. Tim- 
othy Harrington, tr^osnrer o{ theparlia- 
inoutury fund, announced that since laat 
meeting there had been received from the 
(lilVerent branches of the league in Ireland 
$'.;U80, and from Canada and SlasHachnsett.s 
$l l-t5. Tho lord mayor stated that despite 
the exertions of the Iciiguo it had been 
found impossible eutercly to stop agrarian 
outrages in remote parts of tho couutry and 
ho believed that nothing would ever prevent 
their occurrence nntil the country had ita 
land system placed on an entirely different 
basis from that it now rested on. Continu- 
ing, his lordship said hu bad reason to bo- 
Heve Mr. Gladsfone meant to heal tho long 
standing trouble of the Irish people. Tho 
very threats which Orungcniflu made to 
resist home rule, if it should bo awarded to 
Ireland, juatitied that the feeling entertained 
towards them and their English supporters 
by tho great bulk of tho Irish people, and 
which was somotimes proiioun ;ed to be dis- 
loyalty. 

A niomber of the Dublin chamber of com- 
iiierce has given notice of his iatoution to 
summon ii mcoting of the chamber to enter 
a protest against the action of Earl Aber- 
deen, Irish viceroy, iu shaking hniuls with 
Michael Davilt at tho recent meetinjj; at the 
Mansion house to cou.sider mfiaHiues of 
voliiif for distressed people in Dublin. 

ENGLAND. 

Lo.NDo.v, March Ifi. — Tho Right Hon. 
James Siansfield, radical member for 
Halifax, moved in the house of commons 
this afternoon that the contagious diseases 
act be repealed. 

Mr. Stansfield's motion was adopted 
without division. 

Thoro was much speculation in tho lob 
by of tho house of commission this even- 
ing aa to who would be tho succesaors of 
Messrs. Chainboriain and Trevelyaii in the 
cabinet. Of gentlemen named for the 
places Messrs. Fowler, Cellar and Horlaso 
are thought to have the beat chaiieoof be- 
ing selected. Although it is expectud that 
Mr. Parnell's support of Mr. tUadatone 
will be solid it becomes nioro and more 
evident that Mr. Chamberlain will aeoure 
a large following. Messrs. Chamberlain 
and Trevblyan left the house after disposal 
of (lueations on the notice papor. 

Yiscouiit Ilonton, tho scapcgraco son of 
Karl Poulut. and who, to revenge himself 
upon his father for refusing to pay the 
young man's debta, recently took a circus 
to Crewkernet, the earl's village, adver- 
tising it as "Viscount Henton's Unrivalled 
Show," was to-day sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment at hard labor for obtaining 
goods by means of false prolencoa. 

The attempt to broat up the news 
stand monopoly enjoyed by Right lion. 
W. H. Smith has failed. The house of 
commona this afternoon voted down the 
inotion of Mr. Arthur U'Coiuior, member 
for .t,)ueen'a county, to open the book 
atanda in all railway statiiiiiH to public 
competition. 

Michael Davitt, in a speech at Oxford, 
announced that his idea of home rule 
governmont was that it would always 
be repreaontative of the crown and have 
command of the imperial forces in Ire- 
land. The power of veto ahuuld ba al- 
lowed tho assembly which would consist 
of three hundred mombera. seventy or 
eighty of whom, perhaps, might not be 
home rulers. The government should 
consist of ministers of finance, land, agri- 
cultural, local governnient, public works 
and educitioii, and should have control of 
the police, customs and o.\ciso dopart- 
monts without which it would bo a farce. 
He believed that Ireland would not im- 
poao import dutiea. Tho News aays that 
iMesars. Chamborhiiii and Trevolyan have 
written Mr. Gladstone a atatomont of 
thoirviewson Ihelandachemo Thocabitiot 
council has consequently decided to post- 
poneany action likely to Isad to dissension. 
It ia an honest eflbrt. without aoerbility, 
on the part of the majority and the min- 
ority to arrive at tho boat solution for the 
welfare of Ireland. In the nieantimo Mr 
Chainboriain and Mr. Trevolyan will con- 
tinue discharging their official duties. Mr. 
Trevelyan has invited tho Scotch raem- 
bera of parliament to a council to-p.orrow 
on the crofters question. Mr. Ohajflber- 
lain agrees to giving Ireland home rule, 
but is opposed to buying out landlords. 
The present criaia will probably poatpoiio 
the date of Mr. Gladstone's statement to 
parliament on the Irish question.

Couio.\ Petroleum. 

In answer to a request, Mr. W. M. 
Dingwall, iVl. I'. 1'., for Comox district, 
has lorwarded llio fojlowing statenienl to 
the owners of lands where; thu petroleum 
was discovered last suniinor, he having 
made a visit to the spot whero ihu crude 
article waa first found: 

I, the undersigned, having been ashed 
what I know of the petroleum disoovery, 
north of Comox, make the following an- 
■Hwer: Sometime during tho m(jnth of 
tietoher last I heard of tho discovery, and 
wishing tu 800 for myself what it amount- 
ed tu, I started in company with two or 
three others, and after a sail uf about 30 
miles or so, we landed at Duncan bay, 
whoro wo found a tine harbor, well shel- 
tered from alonoH, and having deep water 
up to within 15 or 20 feet of the beach. 

Ffoui this point wo traveled in aaunth- 
woatorly direction near the shore, over 
quite a ateep hill of 300 feet or so* thenco 
over an undulating or rolling section, 
heavily timbered for tho greater part, but 
being interspersed hero und thura with 
patches of maple and alder boltoiiis. 

After a tr.-irap, I would say, of four or 
live miles wo came to a ainall creek or 
gully on the water of which the petroleum 
spoken of abgve floated; quite a quantity 
of which I in company with others pro- 
sent collected (something over a gallriii), 
I then tried the burning (piality of it in 
its crude state, by di[jping a pieco of pa- 
per into tho oil on the surface of the 
water, and placing a lighted match to it. 
It burned with a bright fiamo, producing 
a good deal of .inioko. It tnay bo well to 
remark here that I amolled petroleum 
several huiiclrtds of yards before v.'o got tu 
the place whore it waa seen oozing out of 
tho clay bank which forms thu side uf the 
Cfeek. 

A week or two previous to my viait, 
heavy rains had raised the creek, greasing 
the banks to such an extent aa to make 
walking a little uncertain except with great 
dautiun. 

On my return to Como.x.1 met Dr. Daw- 
son of the Goological Survey of Canada, 
tp whom I aubmitled the oil. After auph 
an examination of it as ho could make 
without the aid of his laboratory, he pro- 
nounced it to bo to the beat of his kiiowl 
edge und belief "a very superior sample 
of petroleum. " Since then he baa exam- 
ined it at Ottawa and has in no way ro- 
grettad the opinion given above aa his 
subsequent reports on the same subjeot 
will show. 

Since petroleum was discovered by IMr. 
W. T. McDonald last summer, it appears 
its presoiice was known to the Indians of 
Capo Mudga fur quite a number of years, 
and from whai A. G. Home, Esq., of 
Nanaimo, says, such ia the fact. Mr. 
Homo's story is as follows: 

"Several ye.irs ago, while in the Hnd- 
son's Bay Co. 'b oaiploy at Comox, aonio 
Cape MudgB Indians brought him a tin 
containing an oily or tarry substance, 
found they saidj .'.In tho wouds beyond 
Capo Mudge. N it having seen anything 
like it and oonaiderinii it of uc^ vj^lt^o it 
was thrown out. " 

It waa ^aair) disoovorod by a man 
who loit hi»>Iife on the ill fated "Pacific" 
while on' hf» ^vay to San Franoiaco to get 
up a company; thoiigh it is not known 
where he made h's discovery, this much is 
known that petroleuin undoubtedly forma 
nnc of tho lutdevoluped resoi^rpea o{ .^rit-. 
ish Oi.lumbia, and one, too, whiph has a 
great future before it,

Pasture as well as all 
otboi vegetation must ; r^t;. at r leasts torn* 
months in the year, and more If wa piit on 
more than one cow to an acre and a halt If 
we let our pastfure be eaten abort It will dio 
when hot weather and drouth set in. If 
sheep are on such a pasture thoy will paw 
tha roots of tha grass out of tha groimd tc 
satisfy hunger, and cattle and alieop will g..t 
restless aud make paths through tho jias- 
tm e. WUou it rains hard tho water will run 
down these paths and mnko washes, und It 
takes soma work and years of time to got 
such a pasture In good condition again. aIhI 
another consideration is in pssturin"- thi.s 
way we don't have any fat beof catUo or 
any faf slicep for sale, and wo don't have 
imich milk either. Such stoclc is inoro apt 
to take diseases than fat ones. Aud another 
thing is to 1)0 reiiiemlMjred: Cattle don't do 
any good in the .same pastui-o with sheep. 
Tho gras.1 where sh<i>ep run is very dtsta.ste- 
ful to cuttle. It mills ground to lot cattlti 
tramp over it much in tho winter, when tho 
ground is .-ofL It will not produce well 
again for some years. Wo Uiko our cattle 
off the pasture in the fall iu time for tbo 
grasa to grow a little before tho winter sets 
in, so there will be an aftermath to pro- 
tect the young grass. In early spring dou't 
turn the cattle on until tho gross gets a good 
start. Then yon will have a good pasture 
all summer.

Take huttermit, blaci; walnut, cbestnut 
aud shagbarU hlcWoiy; plant in the fall, in 
nursery I'ows. I,at them grow one yeai-, or 
rather when uiie year old take a sharp 
butcher's kuife or bread Icnifo, go through 
the rows und cut dir all tho tjip roots, They 
will then (111 up with llbrous roota. Or wait 
until two yeara old aud then cut ofT the tap 
rooU. letting them grow until three or four 
years old ; thou plant In orchard ro^vs. Under 
such treatment there Ls no more trouble iu 
making tliem live than vhero is with apple 

A few years since I planted out thirty- 
fivo cbestttuls, four years old, not om, of 
which died. I have flfty-llve black walnuts, 
mostly liearing, which have lieeii .set out 
twelve yeai-s. Tbo imt-lnvirinj^ treirs taken 
from till' foi-i.'st aro ilillli-ult to make live. I 
have sdectcsl a large number of trees Iu 
years gone by, iliif^ down ami cut tlicii- rap 
roots, letting tlieiii staiul oii(> year and llien 
removing them to I lie oi cliai iL I hud no 
trouble in making these live. 

To pro|)agu(o the sliagbark hlcl;ory is tho 
most ditllcult task 1 have had. Tho Uip root 
should Lk) cut tho llrst year, aud it .should bo 
sot in orchard rows at two years old, or in 
no case later than three years old. Those 
who are willing to follow tlieso instructions 
will have no trouble to raLso uut-bearhig 
trcHjs. » 

How to Get Itid uf lints. 
Chloride of Itme, placed in their holes and 
run ways, will drive rata from the premises, 
tho odor boing offeoaive to them. Caustic 
potash placed in their run ways. It Is also 
claimed, will drive them away; it sticks to 
their foot, eating into tho llosh; thoy lick 
tho itching places, getting it into their 
mouths, which makes It still more uncom- 
fortable. Both are cheap aud can be got at 
any drug store.

LSok af.tlio con- 
care .faces of the low and ignorant, 
those whom you are sure to find of 
mornings iu tho police courts, or who 
adorn the colls of our prisons. You 
cannot for a moment associate beauty, 
valor, genius . or intelloctual power with

Edu(Stioir. and' "proper ^early tr^ning 
mav-do' nauch even for a nose. Soc- 
rat^' hiid a .snub, a vile snub, but ho 
was frank enough to admit that in his 
heart ho was a very bad man. Train- 
ing did much for him, as it does for 
everybody, but a man who enters life 
with a snub is seriously handicapped. 
.Can-you.- wonder that the learned "Mr. 
Shandy expressed his Rriof so forcibly 
when ho learned that nis son had lost 
his nose at tho very threshold of life? 

If you study the portraits of great 
men you will bo struck by the charac- 
ter of their noses. Tho world compoll- 
ors have all had good noses. Napoleon's 
nose was well shaped but large, neither 
Koman nor Grecian, but a compound 
of the two. Alexander the Great had 
the .s^taae kind: of a nose, and so bad 
Prederick tho Great, Richelieu, and 
Cardinal Wolsoy. Look at tho porti^it 
oCsWashington. All that is ^roat i^n 
firmness, patience and heroism !s 
stamped upon his nose, which is tho 
true aquilmo. AVellington's nose was of 
tho, _^ame. jtype and so was. Julius 
Oas^r^, .and : each possessed the same 
ifiaracteristics of" patient courage and 
heroic firmness that belou^d to Wash- 
ington. The wide nostriied nose bo- 
toKons strong powers of . thought and 
love for serious meditation, ana these 
you soo in the portraits of Bacon, Shako- 
apeare, Franklin and Dr. Johnson, and 
in others of our great students . and 
writers. The poets generally have 
beautiful noses of tho Grecian typo, as 
you may see in the pictures of Byron, 
ahelley, Milton, fotrarch, Voltaire, 
Schiller, Robert Burns and Edgar Poe.

Plants aud Their Blodlflcatlona. 

[Book Review.) 

There has been no discovery withta 
2,000 years of any plant which can 
rival maize, rice, the sweet potato, the 
potato, bread fruit, sorghum, and a 
lew others.

De CandoUe has failed to find any 
signs of an adaptation to cold in plants.
